May, 1906, were larger than in any preceding month 


in the history of our export trade, ag

lars for each business day of the month. 
‘or the month of May alone they are 8 million dollars 
in excess of those for May of the preceding year, and 
for the eleven months ending with May aggregate 58 
millions more than in the corresponding months of the 
previous year. 

These figures are official, coming from the Depart 
ment of Commerce and Labor. A comparison of the 
exports of manufactures in the fiscal year 1906 with 
those of earlier years shows that the growth in the 
last decade has’ been much greater than that of any 
earlier decennial period. 

Under the general head of iron and steel, in which 
the increase during the ten months ending with April 
to

chinery, nearly 2 millions; builders’ hardware, 134 


millions; sewing machines, about 1 million; electrical 


machinery, about three-quarters of a million; type 
writers, nearly a half million; pipes and fittings, over 
structural!

iron and steel, a little over a million. Agricultural im- 
plements show an increase during the same period of 
about 1% million dollars. 

Imports of manufacturers’ materials also show a 
marked growth during the vear. They aggregated 53 
million dollars for the month of May, 1906, against 45 
millions for May of last year, and during the eleven 
months ending with May, 1906, were 541 millions, 
against 483 millions in the corresponding period of 
the preceding year. This growth in the importation of 
manufacturers’ materials is quite as strongly marked 
as that in exports of manufactures. For the twelve 
months ending with June the total value of manufac 
turers’ materials imported seems likely to aggregate 
approximately 590 millions, or nearly as much as the 


value of manufactures exported. A comparison of 
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this figure of manufacturers’ materials imported in 
1906 with the statistics of manufacturers’ materials im- 
ported for consumption during earlier years shows for 
1896, 281 million dollars; for 1886, 223 millions ; 1876, 
117 millions; 1866, 129 millions; and for 1856, 80 
millions. Manufacturers’ materials formed in 1856 26 
per cent of the total imports for consumption; in 1866, 
30 per cent; in 1876, 25 per cent; in 1886, 36 per cent; 
in 1896, 37 per cent, and in 1906 will approximate 47 
per cent of the total imports. 

Manufactures exported in 1906 exceeded by about 
60 million dollars the value of all manufactures im- 
ported, even including in the latter those partially 
manufactured articles brought into the country for use 
in manufacturing. Prior to 1898 the imports of manu- 
factures were always greater in value than the exports 
of manufactures; since 1898 the exports of manufac- 
tures have exceeded imports in value, except in a single 
year, 1903. In 1860 the value of manufactures 
imported was five times as great as the value of 
manufactures exported; in 1870, about three times as 
great; in 1880, about two and one-half times as great ; 
in 1890, about twice as great; and in 1898, as above 
indicated, the exports of manufactures for the first 
time exceeded the imports of manufactures and have, 
with a single exception, so continued to the present 
time. 








SHOULD a young man learn a trade, is a question 
that has been asked many times, and the first im- 
pulse in answering would be to reply in 

On Learning the affirmative, but upon mature deliber- 

a frade. ation there might appear reasons against 

such an answer. 

The welfare of the young man, his success in life— 
whether he shall rise and make a name for himself are 
all considerations that must be taken into account in 
giving the reply. If the young man is content with 
being a plodder and follow one trade all his life— 
whether it be as a carpenter, machinist, engineer, 
printer, plumber, stonemason, etc.—he may be assured 
of an income of $1,000 a year, but in ninety cases out 
of a hundred the trade is the end of the man who 
goes into it. 

There are several reasons for this, the first one being 
that a young man learning a trade usually has to start 
young and before he has had time to finish his educa- 
tion, Some may say that the finishing touches could 
be put on by home study and night school, but in the 
majority of cases this would not be done, as the young 
man coming ‘ome from his work would be too tired 
or not inclin ‘ take up study then, Then in taking 
up one line om k, in order to make a success of it, 
one’s whole thoug.uit and time must be given. Perhaps 
one in a hundred learning a trade might broaden him- 
self and prepare for something better by general study 
of subjects not appertaining to his trade, but that 
would be about the average. 

Then, again, the young man learning a trade does 
not have any planning to do, but just follows one 
routine day after day, content to learn just what is 
necessary for his particular line and not bothering 
about acquiring information on any other subject. 

It is good to have a trade, something that a man 
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can always fall back upon, but the ambitious young 
man. should remember that the chances are if he 
chooses one he will have to content himself with what 
that trade offers when he enters it. There are excep- 
tions, of course, but taking it as a whole, this will be 
found to be true. 








THE RETAILER has won another decided victory in 
the action recently taken by the Conference Committee 
of Congress to the Senate amendment in 
ae regard to furnishing Senators and Rep- 
Victory. resentatives with the names of persons on 
the rural routes. It was at first pro- 
posed that such a list might be given to Senators and 
Representatives, but the action taken by the Confer- 
ence Committee will result in postmasters continuing 
to be prohibited from giving to any one the names of 
those to whom mail matter is distributed. 

The catalogue houses are therefore deprived of a 
great advantage that they hoped to obtain if such an 
objectionable feature had been allowed to creep into 
the annual Post Office Appropriation Bill. 

The amendment, which was ultimately turned down, 
was as follows: 

“The Post Office Department shall make no regula- 
tion which will prevent any postmasters or any rural 
route carrier from furnishing a Senator from a State 
the names of those to whom he delivers mail in that 
State, nor to a Representative or Delegate the names 
of those to whom he delivers mail within the district or 
territory so represented.” 

It is very easy to see, had this amendment been al- 
lowed to stand, how the catalogue houses would have 
easily devised ways and means whereby they could se- 
cure these names, and thus have an additional weapon 
with which to injure the retailer. Too long have the 
catalogue house pirates been allowed to exert their 
baneful influence, and there is cause for congratula- 
tion that the latest move to benefit them has been check- 
mated. 








RANDOM SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 

Did it ever occur to you that looking into store win- 
dows was quite an education? E. S. Willard in his 
strolls about the city is an inveterate looker-in at shop 
windows. He declares that to be an occupation as 
profitable and interesting as visits to an art gallery or 
museum, and not nearly so fatiguing. On this subject 
he said: 

“We talk of the educational influence of visits to 
picture galleries, to collections of art and museums in 
general; but half the people who go to them do so in 
a perfunctory, careless fashion because they are im- 
pelled by a vague sense of duiy and often they come 
away with very little more than they took with them. 
But every business thoroughfare of a great city is a 
delightfully entertaining art gallery, museum and uni- 
versity in one, if you are of a mind so to regard it; 
and looking in at shop windows is usually due to an 
eager curiosity that makes it an unconscious benefit. 

“When you stop to consider what one may see in a 
leisurely walk of half a mile er so along a street of 




















shops you become aware of the fact that a shopping 
district is a sort of institute of allied arts, sciences and 
inventions; and the man who can not get some ideas 
or impressions of value out of a judiciously arrested 
promenade must be a dull observer to say the least. 

“T have derived an immense amount of pleasure and 
benefit from the inspection of shop windows. In fact, 
it is one of my ways of keeping in touch with the 
world’s zsthetic and practical progress. You can 
judge of the character of the community much more 
intelligently from a study of its shop windows than 
you can from the inspection of its art galleries, public 
libraries and kindred objects of local pride; for these 
latter represent the energetic spirit of the cultured few, 
or may even be the result of one man’s generosity. 
Shop windows, on the contrary, certify the general 
taste or lack of it; they photograph the people them- 
selves; for the grade and tone of the shop displays 
almost invariably correspond with the grade and tone 
of the community that encourages them. I have per- 
suaded myself that I need no other evidence than shop 
windows afford me of the great improvements steadily 
going on in this country. I have noted very remark- 
able changes in the course of the sixteen years that I 
have been making regular tours among the cities of 
the United States. What I refer to are the increasing 
evidences of taste, refinement and general educational 
betterment. 

“There is scarcely a shop window but gives proof 
of the improvement going on, whether it be the setting 
of a jewel, the binding of a book, the arrangement of 
a bouquet of flowers, the grouping of fruits, or in the 
way that practical articles or things of commonplace 
utility have been given an ornamental or attractive 
value. I think the shop windows of to-day in Amer- 
ica’s chief cities are the most beautiful in the world. 

“But it is not necessary that one should moralize or 
philosophize. The positive pleasure of looking in shop 
windows is a sufficient justification of the practice.” 


* * * 


How can the retail merchant in the country get bet- 
ter ideas, get new methods that will help him increase 
his business and at the same time be of assistance to 
him in combating the catalogue house evil? 

A pretty large question, but one that is of great 
importance to every merchant. It is a well-known fact 
that in-many of the larger cities of the country teach- 
ers in the public schools are given certain days of the 
school year in which to visit schools in other cities 
for the purpose of obtaining new ideas or methods 
pertaining to their work. The result of this has been 
that the schools all around have been benefited and the 
visitor and the visited have each learned something. 

Would not such a plan, if adopted by the retail mer- 
chant, have the same beneficial result? Surely it 
would. Many dealers take advantage of the informa- 
tion the traveling man can give them as to various 
phases of business, and gets new ideas which when 
utilized prove of great advantage to them. As to the 
last part of the question regarding combating the cata- 
logue house evil, there are many things that can be 
and must be done in order to do that. Among them is 
judicious advertising, whereby the consumer can be 
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made aware that at home he can secure just as good, 
and often better, articles at less cost than by sending 
away for them; also the retailer must see to it that he 
meets the figures of the outside catalogue house, and 
that he has the line of goods the customer is calling for. 

Many other things will suggest themselves to the 
wide awake merchant, and he must leave no stone un- 
turned to not only protect himself, but to better his 
condition. 

* * * 

A prominent lawyer, interested chiefly in the ethical 
side of corporation management, declares that Wall 
street folks and corporation managers generally are 
obviously ignorant of the frequency with which they 
violate the common law. He maintains, for instance, 
that a director has no right to withhold from stock- 
holders any information affecting the value of se- 
curities and use it to his own advantage in the market. 
A stockholder who could prove that one or more di- 
rectors had done so, he believes, could recover from 
them the amount of any loss suffered through his own 
lack of information. A Wall street man to whom this 
lawyer declared his beliefs said: “You may be right, 
but it is the almost universal practice of directors to 
take personal advantage of their information without 
sharing it with stockholders until afterward, and if 
the practice were stopped many eminent gentlemen 
would find their incomes reduced.”

STOVE SALESMANSHIP. 





Many good ideas were given in the address on 
“Stove Salesmanship,” delivered by H. N. Joy of the 
Joy Manufacturing Company, Toronto, at the con- 
vention in that city of the Retail Hardware and Stove 
Dealers’ Association of Ontario. The address, in 


part, follows: 

There is a difference in stoves. 
a profit, and if they do not it is the merchant’s fault. Some 
one has said that stove salesmen are born, not made. A\l- 
though there are clerks who never will become good sales- 
men, yet it is possible for every clerk, if he will apply him- 
self, to become a good salesman, and he should not be dis- 
couraged by statements of this kind. 

It is not my purpose when discussing this question to 
speak of any particular stove. The question that concerns 
you is to sell your stove. If I were to take a text for a stove 
sermon I would take this one: “Know your stove, show 
your stove; know your customer, show your customer.” 

Usually a person comes in and asks to see a stove. 
great many cases they are simply pointed out a stove and 
told the price. It is very rarely indeed that business is done 
in this manner. How many stove salesmen know _ their 
stoves? One way to know them is by reading literature on 
the stove. Then take the stove apart and see if it agrees with 
the manufacturer’s description, and if it does not note the 
points wherein it differs. A stove salesman who does that 
is fairly well equipped to talk his stove. 

I remember once engaging a new clerk. I had been 
handling the Crescent bicycle, and made many sales of it. 
This young man when he came into my store said he could 
not sell the Crescent bicycle because he had been selling an- 
other make that was better. When his first customer came in 
he made a fizzle of it. I told him the Crescent was the 
wheel I sold, and that was what he must sell. Some other

salesmen are like that boy, and do not make good sales- 
men. 

There is something in the saying that 1 man can learn 
to love a woman.

experience. I believe, also, that man can learn to love a 
stove. If he does not learn to love his stove he will not do 
his best as a salesman. Of course, when I say love you must 
not take it in the same sense as loving a woman, but you 
must have confidence in the stove you are selling. 

He must know his competitor’s stove. How 
get this knowledge? By reading all about it, by 
about it, and by listening to remarks that are made about 
it by those with whom he comes in contact. I call this stor- 
ing up information which should not be used except on spe- 
cial occasions, and then only with a great deal of wisdom. 
I think it is better not to refer to your competitor's stove un- 
less you are compelled to do so. After referring to it get 
away from the question just as soon as you can. Never 
speak disparagingly of your competitor’s stove. Why? Sim 
ply because your opinion is discounted. You will pardon a 
personal reference. Last fall I called on a friend of mine to 
take a meal. The lady of the 
get a malleable range. After speaking of different ranges 
she asked my opinion of them, and then remembering that 1 
was making a malleable range she laughed at asking me 
such a question, so you see that my opinion, had it been 
given, would have been discounted. Just as soon as you 
speak disparagingly of your competitor’s goods your own are 
discounted. If you want to advertise his goods, why, pull 
them to pieces. 

Another requisite of the good stove salesman is to know 
his customers. We hear a great deal about studying human 
nature. There is such a thing, and the stove salesman must 
be to some extent a student of human nature. He should be 
able to size up his customers and to make up his mind just 
what kind of a stove is requited. You cannot always tell 
by their dress or by ‘their financial position whether they 
want to buy the best stove you have or not. It may be that 
they are comparatively poor, but have been saving up for a 
long time, and a safe plan to follow is to show the best 
stove first, as it is well to be on the safe side. 

The successful salesman will show the best stove first, 
but showing the stove is not simply quoting the price. Show- 
ing a stove is taking it apart and giving a reason why these 
parts are so made. I remember when the oven door kicker 
came in and took every one’s fancy. But we do not need to 
confine ourselves to oven door kickers, which, by the way,

NEW HOTEL LOCK. 





A new invention is that of.a lock for hotel use, the 
important feature of it being the arrangement of the 
interior mechanism so that it is possible to operate it 
with four different keys. First there is the guest key, 
which can be used in only one lock, only when it is 
locked on the inside; next there is the master or floor 
key, which operates the locks on all rooms on a floor, 
when not locked on the inside. Then comes the grand 
master key, which throws the lock bolts on all room 
doors in the hotel, when not locked from the inside. 
The fourth key is the emergency key by which the 
bolts on all room doors in the hotel can be unlocked 
from the outside, even when iocked from the inside 
with the guest key in the lock. This key is for the use 
of the proprietor or manager and is only for use in 
case of great necessity. The locks are arranged so 
that when locked from the inner side they cannot be 
operated from the corridor by the guest key, the mas- 
er or floor key or the grand master key, but can be 
operated only by the emergency key. While the door 
is locked on the inside with the guest key the latter 
cannot be taken out, thus always insuring the key 
being in the lock in case of fire or other great neces- 
sity. The guest key is operative from the inside at all 
times. The outside knob regularly operates the latch 
bolt at all times except when the door is locked from 
the inside, at which time the outside knob is stationary, 
to indicate that the room is occupied.

NEW AUTOMATIC WRENCH. 





A new automatic wrench has been invented and the 
inventors have taken the human hand as their model. 
In outline the new wrench is not at all unlike the hand, 
the article to be grasped being held securely by two 
jaws, one of which represents the thumb, and the 
other the partly closed fingers. The forearm is rep- 
resented by the handle, and two joints and a spring 
imitates the human wrist. There are three separate 
levers, compounded, and so arranged that the power 
applied to the handle is transmitted through the jaws 
in a tangential direction to the pipe. Hence the power 
is applied in a wringing manner similar to that exerted 
by the hand. There are no sliding parts and no loose, 
shackly joints. Ali the joints are pivot bearings, and 
the strain at these points is a shear strain on the rivets. 
There are no nuts or screws to adjust, and all that is 
necessary to attach it is to bring the outer jaw against 
the pipe and apply pressure.

THE STANTON FURNACE.

A furnace that is becoming very popular and in 
great demand is the Stanton upright steel furnace, 
manufactured by the Stanton Heater Company of 
Martin’s Ferry, Ohio. 

The radiating sheet or main drum, is made of loco- 
motive fire box steel, 3-16 inches thick. Every joint is 
tightly riveted, making, it is claimed, a smoke and gas 
tight furnace. The head of the radiating sheet, or 
main drum, is flanged and dished by hydraulic pres- 
sure, and securely riveted to radiating sheet. The bot- 
tom of main drum is left open, and the furnace sets 
on a cast iron bottom, which forms bottom of ash 
pit and to which is bolted the bottom casing ring. 











In order to make the furnace effective to the fullest 
extent and reduce the amount ot fuel used, a radiator 
of American Bessemer steel is connected to the ra- 
diating sheet or main drum at the smoke outlet. This 
radiator is provided with a damper, so products of 
combustion may pass directly to the chimney when the 
feed door is open, or down to bottom of radiator, and 
through tee to smoke pipe. All seams are riveted, and 
are smoke and gas tight. The radiator is fastened to 
radiating sheet, or main drum, by flange bolted to 
each, and connected by a slip joint one-half inch deep, 
held in place by two bolts. This, it is claimed, makes 
a simple and smoke tight connection. The smoke 
opening from radiating sheet to the radiator is pro- 
vided with a smoke collar in the inside of radiating 
sheet which projects seven inches, and the manufac- 
turers claim this causes the heat and products of com- 
bustion to linger in the furnace, and adds to the heat 
ing power.

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NEW ROOFING MATERIAL HAS RARE QUALITIES 


A new building material especially for roofing pur- 
poses, the result of eight years of careful experiment- 
ing, has just been perfected and placed on the market. 
The product consists of a core of annealed steel, which 
is protected against rust and deterioration by a coating 
of special compound, with a layer of asbestos 
on both sides imbedded in the compound. The an- 
nealed sheet, which can be either flat or corrugated, is 
to give strength and rigidity with flexibility to the ma- 
terial; the cementing compound, into which the sheets 
of steel are dipped at a high temperature, is a solution 
composed principally of pure asphalt, and the asbestos 
cover, which is applied to each side of the steel sheet 
is employed as a protection against fire and as an in- 
sulator against the transmission of heat. 

The application of the asbestos felt to each side of 
the sheet is accomplished by passing the material as a 
whole between heavy steam-heated rolls, the office of 
which is largely to unite the different elements so that 
the asbestos, the cementing compound and ‘the steel are 
formed into a practically solid mass. The process 
gives a sheet of material which exposes an unbroken 
surface of white asbestos on both sides. It is made 
in two brands, the outside covering of one of which 
is composed of regular building paper, which can be 
readily painted. The other has an asbestos paper with 
the fireproof and acid-resisting qualities of the regu- 
lar paper, and in addition a treatment to render it im- 
mune to dampness. The material is produced in flat 
sheets 30xr20 and 30x96 inches in size, and in corru- 
gated sheets 274%4x90 inches and 2744x120 inches. It 
can be laid with lap joints or with standing or patent 
self-locking seams and is shipped in crates with nails, 
cement and directions for applying. Strong claims are 
made for the desirability of this new style of roofing 
under various conditions. The asbestos protection 
makes the steel proof against rust and against the rav- 
ages of damp or salty climates, It is claimed that the 
roofing does not absorb the heat of the sun’s rays, and 
will thus keep a building from 10 to 20 degrees cooler 
than one otherwise sheathed, which characteristic 
would make the roofing particularly desirable in trop- 
ical countries. The roofing is equally capable of keep- 
ing heat within a building, and thus has its advantages 
for cold climates. It is also asserted that it prevents 
interior condensation and moisture because the asbes- 
tos absorbs whatever dampness might accumulate on 
the sheathing boards.

PRUSSIAN TECHNICAL EDUCATION, 





Consul G. E. Eager of Barmen sends a detailed ac- 
count of the Prussian system of technical education. 
In the kingdom there are 19 schools in which the con- 
struction of machinery and the metal trades are taught, 
attended by 3,132 pupils; 33 academies of architec- 
ture with 5,285 pupils; 5 textile art, 7 high textile, 
and 6 trade schools, besides 21 similar professional 
schools that show an attendance of 14,424; 1,301 
schools of professional and technical education have 
a compulsory attendance. of 202,905 pupils, and 94 
similar institutions are voluntarily attended by 23,905 
scholars. Commercial schools number 254, with a 
compulsory attendance of 27,181 males and 927 
females; also 62 schools with a voluntary attendance 
of 7,025. Compulsory education of females in mer- 
cantile lines has been introduced in ten districts. 
Technical schools, 423 in number, supported by the 
butcher, baker and other guilds, have an enrollment 
of 28,124 students. Prussia spends $63,359 yearly in 
aid of these various schools, averaging $8.51 for each 
pupil. If the United States expects to keep abreast 
with Germany in manufactures and commerce it is 
vital that such technical schools be established. 
America’s few manual training schools only poorly 
supply such demands.

THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 


The seasonable falling off in demand which in other 
years has been very marked in the summer months has 
so far failed to materialize, and business continues to 
be brisk. The total business for the first half of the 
fiscal year, which closed on June 30, surpassed all 
previous records, and there is every indication that 
it will continue to be equally good during the remain- 
ing half of the year. Distributers are experiencing 
difficulty in securing goods to keep up stocks, and the 
many filling-in orders received from retail merchants 
would indicate that requirements had been greatly 
underestimated. Manufacturers are showing no incli- 
nation to make concessions in prices and the indica- 
tions point to the present basis of values continuing in 
nearly all lines. Prompt deliveries are still hard to 
obtain and there is not much prospect of better condi- 
tions in this respect for some little time yet. 


PLATES. 


The market is considerably improved, and orders 
for sheared plates are freer and heavier than in sev- 
eral weeks. The American Ship Building Company 
has ordered the steel for another boat, the specifica- 
tions calling for 3,700 tons. This boat will be built at 
the Superior ship yard, Early deliveries of Universal 
plates can now be obtained and they continue in good 
demand. On Sheared plates deliveries cannot be made 
under thirty days.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, in their weekly letter, 
will say: 

The strength of the pig iron market in general and north- 
ern furnace conditions in particular has been forcibly demon- 
strated during the past week. The arbitrary reduction in the 
face of conditions which did not justify it, the effort to get 
business for certain Birmingham brands regardless of price 
and general market influences, has resulted in the very early 
raising of this low level which had been made, and instead 
of having any adverse effect on northern prices and northern 
business, the opposite has seemed to be the case. 

The last week in June has seen the heaviest business in 
several months. Contracts have been placed for both north- 
ern and southern irons, and buying has covered all grades. 
Large consumers have been in evidence and their careful 
feeling of the market and caution in regard to purchases, while 
resulting in large tonnage, have not brought any sudden ad- 
vance, although market conditions are much stronger than 
they have been in all districts. 

Although on the southern price sag a ‘arge tonnage was 


booked it was of necessity for well extended delivery and 
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northern furnaces have not suffered in comparison. The pro- 
duction in the South has been off for some time and is very 
slow in improvement, the bulk of sales prior to recent reduc- 
tion being for nearby shipment. Sales and inquiry continue 
active and a large tonnage is reported from all points. Basic 
and Bessemer are scarce and prices are stronger than they 

_ have been, recent contracts placed for the latter having practi- 
cally cleaned up the supply for the next three months. 

The market on Ferro Manganese is reported advancing, 
with sevétal foreign manufacturets fearing shortage of ore 
supply. 

It is interesting to note the latest statistics on the world’s 
railroad building show that during 1904 there wete 16,700 
miles new line constructed, which is three and one-tenth per 
cent over 1903, and is the largest addition reported for years. 
Of’ the addition made during 1904 to the world’s mileage, 
nearly two-thirds was in America, and hardly one-fifth in 
Europe, the American mileage being 11,160; the nearest com- 
petitor being the Continent of Europe with 3,090, an evi- 
dence of the great advance in this regard being made in 
North America. More than two-thirds of this American mile- 
age is in the United States. 

Flattering reports continue from the western crop dis- 
tricts and the western railroads claim that the wheat crop 
will be one of the largest in ‘history, and they are making 
efforts to take care of it accordingly. The demand for all 
lines of finished materials continues excellent in spite of the 
fact that this is a dull buying period of the year. Sales of 
structural material continue to be made, although it is re- 
ported that the mills are practically sold up for the balance 
of 1906. 

Coke is in excellent demand; prices are firm with an 
advancing tendency. Some of the leading ovens in the Con- 
nelisville field are not offering for nearby shipment and prices 
are likely to advance when they are in a position to do so. 
The recent closing of large furnace and foundry contracts for 
the balance of the year in Connellsville, Pocahontas and Vir- 
ginia Districts has. placed these operators on secure footing 
for this period. 


Matthew Addy & Company of Cincinnati in their weekly 
letter will say: 

The week just ended marks the close of the first half of 
1906, which establishes a record in the iron and steel trade. 
Consumption has been greater during the past six months 
than ever before. Business continues excellent, and a large 
tonnage has been booked during the past week. A glance at 
the situation in the iron producing sections of the country 
gives us every reason to believe that the present prosperous 
state of affairs must continue. The Valley furnaces are sold 
up on their production and many of them are practically out 
of the market. Among the Ohio furnacemen the feeling is 
especially optimistic. Most of them have disposed of their 
output through the third quarter and some of them even 
claim to be taken care of for the entire last half. Buying in 
this quarter has been liberal and prices have advanced, the 
ruling quotation now being $16.50 Ironton for No. 2 foundry. 

In the South the furnaces continue to ship out iron just 
as fast as it is made. Vast quantities have been sold for third 
quarter delivery, and buyers are already beginning to urge 
prompt shipment of their iron, and production is still off. 

Basic and Bessemer continue in active demand and sev- 
eral large malleable deals are reported. 

That the general tone of the market is decidedly healthy 
and the feeling a most buoyant one there can be no doubt. 
The recent activity has not been in the form of a “flurry,” 
but represents bonafide purchases of iron to cover contracts 
actually placed for finished material. The outlook for the bal- 
ance of the year seems exceptionally bright from every view- 
point. 

The coke market is active and prices are firm. There is 
every prospect of the $3.00 price on 72-hour foundry coke 
being maintained, and large contracts for Connellsville fur- 


trace coke are being placed at $2.50.
